Documents you must provide with your visa application 

Please note that you must have original copies of all required documents available to 
provide to UKVI — scanned copies or photocopies will not be accepted for a Tier 4 visa. 
Please read our visas and immigration webpage for guidance. This includes a full list of 
the documents you must provide with your visa application, and information on whether 
you will need to provide a Tuberculosis Certificate. 


If you are submitting financial documents with your visa application, you must use the 
financial documents that UCA staff have checked for you. If you are a Low Risk 
National, as defined by UK Visas and Immigration, you may not be required to present 
financial documents with your visa application. However — UK Visas and Immigration 
are entitled to ask to see these documents at any time during your application, and we 
therefore recommend that you have them available in case you are asked. 





By us issuing you your CAS, you are agreeing to comply with all of the conditions of 
your Tier 4 visa including: your obligation to study only at the University for the Creative 
Arts (unless studying at a partner institution or undertaking supplementary study), 
keeping to your working restrictions and leaving the UK when your visa expires unless 
you have obtained further valid leave.

Your Biometric Residency Permit 

The UK Government requires you to have a Biometric Residency Permit (BRP) that 
covers the length of your stay in the UK. You will first be issued a 30 day travel 
vignette (sticker) in your passport that allows you to travel to the UK. You will then 
have to collect your BRP from a Post Office within 10 days of entering the UK and 
before you enrol on your course. 


During your UK Visa application you will be asked for a UK Post Code to select which 
Post Office you will collect your BRP from. We strongly suggest you use the postcode 
of the University Campus as this will give you the closest Post Office to where you will 
be studying. The following suggestion may not be the closest Post Office in distance but 
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they are the easiest to get to using Public Transport (bus/train/walking). 


Farnham: The postcode for the Farnham campus is GU9 7DS. The collection location 
you should choose is High St, Guildford GU1 3AJ. This is a 37 minute train journey from 
campus. We do NOT recommend that you choose Farnborough as a collection location 
as it is much more difficult to travel there by public transport. Further information will be 
provided in your welcome pack on how to get to the Post Office. 


If you are studying a Pre-sessional English course before your main course of study, 
the location you should choose to collect your BRP should be the closest Post Office to 
your Pre-sessional course campus. For Farnham, the postcode is GU9 7DS and the 
closest Post Office is High St, Guildford GU1 3Ad, a 37 minute train journey from the 
Farnham campus. For Rochester the postcode is ME1 1DZ and the closest Post Office 
is 17 - 19 Military Road, Chatham, ME4 4JG, a short 10 minute walk from the campus. 


You should also check your 30 day travel vignette as soon as you receive it to check 
that the correct conditions (working hours/police registration/name spelling/sponsor 
license number) are noted on it. It is a lot easier to correct these errors before your BRP 
is issued. Please email us if you need to make any corrections.
